Prayers by Rev. Mr. Frasor. 

rmv.ATK uii.i.s 
Oommittee preaenled ruported reconi- 
mandtag the Sumas Dyking Act aiuend- 
roent bill. Heceived. 

A bill to amend the "Breeding Stock 
Act, 1874," introduced by Mr, MoLeesa 
was read a Qrst time. 

PAOKBRS' LICENSE. 

Mr. MoLeese moveed that an order of 
the house he granted fur a return eliowiiii^ 
the taxea paid in the aovoriil diatriotf* of 
the province by Indians; anu ir.u number 
of Indiana who have paid in each dia- 
trict, viz: 1. The provincial revenue tax; 
2d. The packers' lioensa, every ai.x 
nioDtha, for a train under six horses; 3d. 
The packers' license for a train over six 
horaos. 

Seconded by Mr. John. 

Hon Mr. Duck said thiit the above 
taxes did not amount to more than $200 
all told. The iinense hud been cullecied 
principally i\l Y«!'j and Lillooot. While 
not objecting to the e.xact return Ijeinr; 
made ha might mentitm thiit the »nrk 
would involve goinf^ throui^li some ihou- 
sandi of folios 

Mr. McLeeae said the explanation 
Vould be sufficient. 

Mr. Alien was glad to see the reaolu- 
tion and as the tax had been collected iil- 
most entirely in Lillooet he thought 
it waa right that the same obaervaiice 
ehould be carried out in other districts. 

Hon. Mr. Smitho would like to know 
the object to be effected by such a reaolu- 
CiiOD. . It had been cunoeded at Ottawa 
~ - ' ihat Indians in callings which permitted 
its collection should be eaually liable witlx 
white men for piiyiuont uf the tax. 
Taxes had been collected fruui Induiris in 

every district of the province. 

-!,Mr. MoLecae said there had been coui- 
plaii.te from Indians ia the several dis- 
tricts that taxes were colleoied from some 
uf them while those in other districts had 
been allowed to go free. 

Mr. MoLeoHo consenting, the house 
agreed that the motion should be with- 
drawn.

..vv would connect Race llocka with the Ainer- 
ioan line at Port Aiigeles; 

therefore resolved, that an hum- 
ble address be presented to his honor the 
lieutenant-governor, praying him to urge 
-- upon the Dominion government the 
necessity of connecting ^'ictoria, Race 
Kocka and Port Angeles by a cable with 
the American telegraph system, or by a 
telegraph jine along the shore of Vancou- 
ver 'Island to Port Sau Juan on the 
Straits of Fuca. 

The mover wished the re.solution had 
fallen into hands more commercial than

* been purposely detained at Duni^eness to 
favor the American tugboats to reach an 
inwnrd-bound vessel before the British 
tugs could do so.

QUESTION. 

Mr. Galbraith asked: Have 'Major 
Steele, G. H. Johnstone, Colonel Herchi- 
mer and Charles Todd sent in any re- 
turns of fines, fees and forfeitures col- 
lected by them in Yale and Kootenay 
districts since the date, of their respective 
appointmental (2) HoW much has each 
of the said gentlemen returned i (3) How 
much of the amounts collected has boon 
paid into the provincial . treasury I (4) 
Under what authority did the Northwest 
mounted police enter into the districts of 
Yale and KootenayJ 

Unii. iMr Davie — (1) Major Steele and 
Mr. lieorge LI. Johnstone have sent in 
retu'riiH of tines, etc. (2) Major Steele, 
$;!,:J85; Mr. Johnstone, .^985. (.'5) None. 
(4) I am not aware of any authority. 

Mr. (lalbraitli Huid tho matter certainly 
required the earnest attention of tho gov 
ernnient, and he should frame a resolu- 
tion to submit to the house that it take 
the question into consideration. 

VANllOlJVKK. 

Mr. Orr moved the second reading of a 
bill to incorporate the proposed city of 
Vancouver. 

Hon. Mr. Davie would like the mover 
to inforni the house on whose petition the 
bill was broiiKlit in, 

Mr. Orr replied it was from tho ropre- 
aentaticins made to him by the present in- 
habitants of (Iranville. The area it was 
proposed to incorporate was somewhere 
in the neighborhood of 5,000 acres. 

Mr, McTaviah wanted to know what 
right tho inhabitants had to interfere 
with the vested interests of property- 
owners there by proposing the change of 
name. Ho would support the bill if it 
was amended to incorporate the town aa 
the city of "(Jrarivillo" instead of "Van- 
couver." 

Mr. Dingwall said tho bill proposed to 
mix up everything under tho aun, fr(.m 
unlimited taxation down. He tliouglit 
tho bill could be dealt with live or six 
years hence. 

Mr. T. Davie asked the:- speaker if it 
was competent for the house to change the 
name to Granville when incorpor&ting the 
place as a city i 

The Speaker said tho house could re- 
fu.He to grant the incorporation, but not, 
he thought, consent to grant it with the 
aibttrary decision that the .city must bear 
a name difleront to the one asked h>r. 

.Mr. firant did not supijoae anyone 
would say tho selected name had boon a 
wise ene. Ho thought it to bo an ex- 
tremely injudicious one; but many mapa 
had been draughted, and other matters 
affecting the place had dealt with it 
under this name, which being now pretty 
well known it wculd be better to retain. 

Mr. Drake thought tlu, diaci^aion .as to 
change of name was irri(gular without a 
motion being intri)diiced to that eliect. 

Hon. Mr. Uobaon said if tho extraordin- 
ary course wliicli Miiinc iiienibera liud iulim 
ated they would t ike, by voting against the 
bill because of an hostility to the mere 
name, werejadnpti'd, he thought aome 
way should be devised by which the house 
could diaciisa tlie merits or demerits of 
the bill of incorporation apart from tho 
propriety of the name proposed to be giv- 
en to it. 

Mr. Reavoii would like to know wh.it 
right the hoiiKo iiad to incorporate a town 
named Granvdle aa the city of Vancouver 
without any petition from the iiroperty- 
owners. No name, ho held, C( uld have 
been more appropriate for the tenninua of 
a railway which connected tho prfincea 
than that of Granvillo, for in 1809 c dis- 
patch from Downing street to Governor 
Muftgravo, which induced him to bring 
about the confederation of this province, 
was siened by the eminent statesman, 
Lord Granville. Now, however, we saw 
an American citizen who had set his foot 
fur the firiit time in British Columbia 
some two yeata ago, proposed to alter tho 
name to Vancouver. Ho alluded to Van 
Horno. 

Mr. T. Davie was opposed to the change 
of name to Vancouver, which; would lead 
to endless confusion. There had been no 
necessity shown for a private bill. Why 
could not tho people of this particular 
place apply for incorporation under tho 
municipalities act / (Hear, hear.) Tho 
objection of the member for New West- 
minster district that deeds granting land 
there had dealt with them as Vancouver 
would not atall inv.ilidate the legality of 
such transfer. In its present form ho 
should oppose the bill. 

Hon. Mr. llobson said he had reason 
to believe that the change of name would 
not be tolerated or permitted by the peo- 
ple of Granville, and that such a course 
would bo taiituniount to killing the bill. 
He could see very well a disposition on 
the part of Cdrtain hon. gentlemen tu op- 
pose the bill from an inimical feeling 
to the name, but ho would warn them 
that Buch a course would have the effect 
of early planting the seeds of discord in 
the bro.isl of that young child, Vancou- 
ver (Laughter.) Hon. gentlemen could 
say "Ha, ha!" but if they continued to 
occupy the attitude they had assumed, he 
could assiii'e them that they had made a 
mistake which they would regret for the 
rest of their lives. Ho thought Vancou- 
ver a most appropriate name, for it was 
tho name of tho great nUvigator who had 
diaoovered Burrard inlet in tho year 1791. 
There waa no need to fear confuaion aris- 
ing from similarity ..pf'ciatn'eSil.^or none 
waa apparent from the fact of there boing 
a Vancouver in Washington territory and 
an island of the same name. Tho house 
had no right to arrogato to itself the 
power to declare what name should bo 
given to the place whore a largo city waa 
going to spring up, a city whose ostab- 
liahment this house could nut prevent, 
also antf could not prevent, moreover, 
its being called Vancouver. It the 
hnuao refueed to grant tho incorporation 
with the name asked for, there was another 
way in which it could be obtained. . He 
had been surprised at the remarks of the 
honorable member for Victoria district 
(Mr. McTaviah), who opposed tho incor- 
poration ainiply because the name selected 
did not meet with his approval. He would 
ask that honorable gentleman to' reflect 
,what would be the result were such a 
fspiirifc extended to' jmatteri which affected 
hia'^'diBtriot^:^ And before'sit'tibg down he 
would again warn certain honorable island 



members who had shown such, hostility to 
the bill that they were takirijj'a BOijrse 
which would, by encouraging'the orsation 
of diverse mainland and island interest)), 
act as a visitation upon that Mbuse. .[Up- 
roar, jeers and laughter.] 

Mr. .Galbraith .said lie thought that the 
people of Vancouver would not thank the 
last honorable gentleman for his very in- 
discreet speech. [Hear, hear.] They had 
been told by the provincial secretary that 
the peoplo of Vancouver would not toler- 
ate cr permit any interferonco with their 
choice of a name. Waa the house a re- 
sponsible ayBtei\i,>pf.goyernment, or was it 
not, that it sliould be threatened in this 
way 1 — " 

Hun. Mr. Uobaon— I rise to a question 
of privilege. I merely warned honorable 
gentlemen what the effect of this exhibi- 
tion of hostility would be. I never threat' 
oncd tho house at .all. 

Mr: 'I'. Davie — Yos, you did. It is what 
you are doing all tho time. 

Mr. Galbraith, continuing, said it was 
only recently the C. P. II. had any inter- 
est in: tho site now in question, and that 
interest had boon given them by the pro- 
vince. It would therefore have been only 
in good taste for tho company, through 
Van Homo, to hare left the selection of 
a name to the p^ple uf the country, and 
not to have appropriated. t)ie name of the 
island and laid the foundation for endless 
confusion. U'as Mr.' Van Horno, he would 
ask, to have more influence in the choice 
of name for the city than the public, 
whose voice found expression through its 
ruprosentativea 1 The intemperate lan- 
guage and indiaoreet line of argument 
taken by tho honorable the provincial sec- 
retary would defeat their own end, and 
cauBO members to oidy the more stren- 
uously assert their right to an independ- 
ent expression of opinion and' their right 
to act in accordance with it. 

Mr. McTavish Hiiid the honorable provin- 
cial secretary had no right to impute sec- 
tionnl motives to him (Sir. McTavi.sh) be- 
cnuHO he objected to the name selected. 
Since he bad been iu tho l-ouse he had 
alwiiyH voted iu tho gouoral iuterests of tho 
countiy (hear, hear), iind the thr-at of the 
liiHi. gentleman that such oppo.sitiou to the 
nante would raise divergence of intorestH 
and create a broaoh botweoi. tho iuluntl and 
mainland was not only indiscreet but 
stamped tho argument of the :ip:ik:ir iia 
weak and unteuablo. 

Mr. Pooley did not anticipate any dilli- 
culty from tho name selected aud could 
Hjieak calmly uu the matter, having no 
pcouuinry iuteroHt iu the proposed city. He 
deprecated the warmth of feeling that had 
been shown by the honorable the provincial 
secretary, and did not think there was any 
groniul for the extreme view that that hon - 
gentleman had takuuaH to tlie iesult of any 
oi:positiou to tba name jiroiiotiod. Ha 
could not see any reason why tho bill 
should not be passed iu ttu present shape 
and would like to see i\pt only a large city 
at Vancouver but also in many other tmrts 
of the pruTittoe. 

If on. Mr. Smitho, speaking iu regard to 
the name, said he depended a very great 
(leal on the lepoitof the private billn com- 
luittee in this respect (A member — That's 
»oiut;thing very uuusual with you), and 
after a long cousiiloration by that conuiiitteo 
it had been submitted to them. He thought 
the bill should, be discasstjd on its m-intt — 
whether incorporation should bo graulod or 
not, and not to let the opinion turn upon 
the approvalordisnpprovalof tho name pro- 
jjosed to be given to the city. Ho must .say 
he regretted his honorable colleague had 
discussed thejiuestion with a.uch warmth, 
as ha preferred to seeing all debates con- 
ducted temperately; but be would remind 
the house of his colleague's remarks that if 
incorporation was denied by the house, tho 
inhabitaijtB of Granville could apply for the 
same to tho oieculivo who could grant it 
uudsr the launicipalities act. 

Mr. Sem.Uu, as a member of the private 
bills conimittfte, said tho question of the 
name had come up iu committee but it had 
been decided to leave tho decision in this 
matter to tho houso. He would say that if 
tho government had paid proper attention 
to the wishes of the^ house in , the matter 
they would have insisted npou having some 
say about the selection of Ihe name. He 
would ask what steps the government had 
taken iu accordance with a rosolulion of tho 
houso pasaod a yonr ago the cIVect that it 
was undesirable to name the jiroposed ter- 
minal city as ••Vancouver." He was afraid 
that Mr. Van Home had too much influ- 
ence with the present government, and that 
the city should Lave beou called, not Van- 
couver, but Van Homo. "

The report of thii iiiiniater of railvrayB 
Ih uu inluruatiii^ iluuuiiiunt, dmllHg ex- 
tensively with thi? present pnsitiun of the 
railiTuys aiiJ cunala of the Dominion. Of 
cciurso, iho C. r. II. occupies a proniinont 
place in the report, all •the operotions of 
the company since its formation beinu de 
tailed. Reference is made to the fact that 
the cumpaiiy now owe the government the 
sum of S;-"J,«H0,i>12, for $20,000,000 of 
which 'he yovornnient holds security in 
the shape "of !j;20,000,000 bonds worth 
$104 for every $100, and for the balance 
liold a lien on the unsold lands of the 
company— about 20,000,000 acres. The 
subsidy account on the 'Mat December, 
1885, stood as follows:

Of this distance 
nine miles in Hritish Columbia will ulti 
mately bo replaced by a road with easier 
grades, t!)e construction of which has 
been postponeti owiiif{ to the heavy tun- 
nelling involved. The proijreas made hy 
the company up to the end of each calen- 
dar year, aa regards the length of line, 
which was so far completed aa to admit of 
thfe running of regular trains thereon, 
may he staled as follows:

The 1,'.)0'.) miles constructed by the 
eoiiipuiiy wore commenced in February, 
1881, and practioally completed on the 
7th November, 18B5, fuiir years and nine 
months. The C41 miles constructed by 
the sovernment were commenced in April, 
1875, and practically completed in 1885, 
ten years and three months. In addition 
to the subsidy for their main line, the 
company havu under their contract the 
right to receive a grant in so far aa it is 
vested in the government of the land re- 
quired for roail-bod, stations, etc., in the 
construction of branch lines. The total 
length of these branch lines is 4152. Under 
the provisions of an act passed last session, 
the grant of a sum of §1,500,000 was au- 
thorized as a subsidy to secure free ac- 
cess to Quebec city for the trains and 
tTOfflo of the G. P. R , the arrangement 
to be fauilitated by the acquisition of the 
.J(orth Shore railway by the govornmonl 
from the lirand Trunk by means 
of such subsidy, and the subsenuent 
transfer or lease of the road to the C. P. K. 
Under the authority of orders in coun- 
cil passed in June, 1882, the Uun. Sir 
Alexander Campbell, during the summer 
of that year, visited British Columbia, 
with a vie^v to the settlement of matter* 
in abeyance bytiveon the provincial and 
Dommion governincntg, and arrange- 
itaiils were provisionally entered into by 
him in respect of the building of a line of 
railway between Eequimalt aud Nanaimo 
by a company, to be subsidized by the 
Dominion government. The arrangements 
in question were conditional upon approv- 
al being accorded by the legislaiure of the 
province of IJritish Columbia, and by the 
parliament of Canada. Subject to such 
approval, their adoption was sanctioned 
by an order in couiiDil of the 27th Sep- 
tember, 188." liy an act of the provin- 
cial legislature, sanctioned on the 19th of 
December, I88.'{, but known as act "47 
Vic, cap 11," and by an act of the Do- 
minion parliament, 47 Vic, cap. G, such 
approval has been accor4.ed. These ar- 
rangements were expressed in articles of 
agreement dated the 20th of August, 
1883. They comprised the grant of a sub- 
sidy in money of !<7oO,000, together with 
the land in Viincouver Island granted by 
the province to the crown for the pur- 
pujfca of railway construction; materials 
for construction of the railway and tele- 
graph to be admitted free of duty. 
The whole line between Esquimalt and 
Nimaimo is to be completed by the 10th 
ofJune, 1&S7. The company duly con- 
stituted under the provisions of this Act, 
have furnished plans, etc., of the location 
of the seventy miles of their line, start- 
.ipg from Nanaimo, and the same have 
been approved by orders in council the 
last dated the 3rd of February, 1885, no 
portion of the subsidy has been paid up 
to the 3l8t of December, 1885. 

Q'UE KIEL DEBATE— I'REFIOUS 
QUMSnON MOVED. 

At Ottawa on the 11th the debate was 
began on the Landry resolution of regret 
that the govornment had permitted Riel's 
sentence to be carried out. Mr. Landry 
spoke in a calm and argumentative style. 
He brushed aside with itfew convinciug 
{acts the absurd charge liade by opposi- 
tion papers that he was acting in collusion 
with the governtnent, and proceeded to 
unfold his reasons why !;c regretted that 



was responsible. He had studied the 
question without reference to race or 
creed, and had been convinced by the 
facts brought before the cabinet, that 
there was no reason why Uiel, tried, con- 
victed, sentenced, the jurisdiction of the 
court whichsentenced him being sustained 
by the highest court in the realm, should 
bo exempt from the punishment due to his 
crime. Sir Hector Laiigovin was warmly 
cheered by the government supporters on 
all his references to the militia, to tho ne- 
cessity of sustaining law and order, to 
tho position he took as a representative of 
the whole Dominion and of all nationali- 
ties; but through it all the opposition 
never gavo a single response of satisfac- 
tion. It seemed to grate upon their ten- 
derest susceptibilities to have to listen to 
broad statesmanlike utterances, calculated 
to cement confederation by stamping out 
sectionalism. Sir Uector Ltngevin, be- 
fore sittint; down, stated that the govern-

When it was useertaiued that tho water was 
gaining in tho hold it was decided to aban- 
don the vessel. Tho captain and five of the 
i-rcw got into one boat, and the first mate 
and .si.\ of the (!rew into another. Two of 
llu^ iiieu from the mate's boat were brought 
here ou the tug Fearless, just arrived from 
tholfraptjua. These men aro Louis Lan- 
cott, sailor, and John TbrowL, fireman, tho 
only survivors of the mate's boat. 
These men report that tho second 
engineer and cabin boy died from oxpoa- 
uro in tho boat, and the mate and two 
men were drowned hi trying to reach 
shore through the surf. They claim that 
having remained at tho pumps ao 
long, they were unable to take 
food or blankets before leaving tho 
vessel. Their feet aro much swollen 
and it is certain they would have died 
from cold and . want of food had they not 
attuinpied to roach shore through the 
breakers on the open beach.

Little winged animals, very like mos- 
quitoes, have been quite nuniurous during 
the last week in Sitka. How's that for an 
early spring in the latid of iceliorgs and 
polar bears. 

For the whole of the past week efforts 
have been continued daily for the diaccv- 
i4ry of the body .of John Q'Conuell, ihip 
carpenter of the Pinta, who was drowned 
lato in the afternoon of February '2l)th. A 
reward of §50 was oll'ored, under the spur 
of which many poreons engaged iti the 
search besides the ship's crew. That part 
of the bay whoro the body went down 
was thoroughly dragged, and the shores 
of all the neighboring ialanda examined, 
but no trace'of the drowned man was 
found. 

The Sitka j lil now contains nine in- 
mates — one on ii seiitoiice of ton years for 
manslaughter, two awaiting the action of 
the grand jury on the charge of murder, 
four committed in default of bail for illi- 
cit distilling, one for rape on the person 
of a little girl six years of age, and one 
for assault with intent to kill — all natives. 
One uf those charged with murder, and 
the rapist, are desperate oharactora who 
would not hesitate to kill their keepers 
Brst and themselves afterwards, should 
an opportunity be afforded them. They 
are kept in close continemont in their colls, 
continuously, with the exception of half 
an hour each day when they are taken 
into the yard for exercise.

FOURTH PARLIAMENT. 

(Conthaicd Irom Srst jusu.) 

Mr. Wilson said he had had the oppor- 
tunity since he had been in that hDuae of 
frequently listening to tho honorable fho 
provincial secretary's eloquonca and had 
usually been in the habit 'of being con- 
verted by it. In the present" case, also, 
he. had been ronvorted, but thia time in 
an opposite direction to that intended, for 
ho could aay that he had never yet heard 
ft speech that was more o:ilcula(ed to arouse 
a spirit of opposition than that uttered by 
tho provincial secretary. He did not pro- 
pose to sit there and bo threatened by any 
man — whether ho be provincial secretary, 
loader of the government or unybody else 
[appFausc]. The hoiiorabla gentlsniaii 
(i\Ir. Kobson) had said, referring to the 
Municipalities Act of 1881, that the house 
tiould not prevent tho inhabitant:a of 
Granville from naming tho place anything 
they liked; but ho could see nothing ia 
the act which gave support to that asser- 
tion. That act gave the right of naming 
a city to the authority granting the iiici^r- 
porution; and who was that authority/ The 
liuutenant-govornor in council, who would 
take, he proaunied, a similar course to 
that which was done in regard to tho pro- 
tection of titles and speaking on behalf of 
the island, suy, "You shall not steal our 
copyright." So far as th-j name was con 
eernod ho was inditi'ereiit as to any tliitt 
might be selected, but ho iiiuat confess lie 
could see a little in the view expressed 
that there might, if aoloctod as at proaent 
proposed, bo a confusion from tho simi- 
larity of names, and thought a iiaino ainjuld 
bo adopted which would boacoiiveiiiont one 
and cause no trouble or confusion, ."^i^i- 
poaing that tho Municipalities Act did not 
go far enough, it cc)uld be aiiiondod by 
the liouso giving tho lioutonaiit-govornor 
power to namo a town when incorporating 
it.

Mr. Drake aaid iie thought that all in- 
ci'rporationa ahould take place uiidur the 
existing act, and that it was a gro.al mis- 
take to grant a separate charter to any 
town. There were, iiioroc.iver, aoino prin- 
ciples involved in the prcsMut bill which ! 
c;illed for serious considoration of the ^ 
house, although ho thought in the main 
the act (7ouid be a good one. He did not 
deal with the question from thestaiulpoiiit 1 
assumed by the provincial secretary, lie | 
should support tho socoiid reiuliiij; if it | 
proposed to incorporate the city of \'an- 
couver, but not if the houae proposed to 
impose a name of its own choice. He 
would like to see a vote of the houao as 
to how. its members meunt to deal with 1 
the bill from the standpoint of what the j 
name ahould be, before «oing iiit(j com- 
mittee, as afterwards it iriiglit be objected | 
that, being one of detail and not of prin- ' 
ciple, the queation waa one which it was | 
tuo late to consider. , 

Mr. Cjliuinghiini aaid the remarks uf 
tho hon. ijeiUleinan who had just sat 
down bad greatly aaaistod him in cduiing 
to a conclusion. He was glad to li-.^ar 
that the act was as good aa it is. Thi'ie 
waa no doubt that the town that waa 
springing up on Burraid inlet would be a 
rival to that on the Eraser, and he with 
many others, would be glad if it was a 
httiidred miles away. H'>"ever, lie ivaa 
prenared to vote for the sendiid reading 
of tho bill and follow the policy of "live 
and lot live." 

Mr. Dingwall said he had no objection 
to tho name of Vancouver, but he inconi- 
qion with every other member on the 
floor of the houao objected to tho drub- 
bing that had boon given tlioia by ilio 
provincial aecrotury. Ho would move that 
the bill be read this day ai.% months. 

Mr. MoLceso aaid that the speech of 
tho provincial secrot:iry ' was ono oV tho 
moat lainentablu he had over heard in this 
house. It wna one from a most aecliunal 
mainland stand point —it waa like tlaunt- 
iiig a red rag .in the face of tho bull, the 
way he treated the island members. He 
could speak for a great number of main 
landera and he and they and his coUeaguus 
were above that aectioiial feeling, and 
wished that it ahould pass away, but the 
provincial seorelary's romarks wetu in 
every way calculated to foster it. He 
thought it would be unwise to take a vote 
on the matter- in the present temper of 
the houae — in the iiitsresta of- the peti- 
tioners it ahould be cunsidsred when the 
house was calm and cool. He would 
therefore move the adjoarnnient of the 
debate. 

Mr. Dunsrauir thought the name Van- 
couver waa an uiifurtunato one from tho 
Brst, but it had bien chosen and with'hia 
hon. friend from Cariboo ho hoped the 
matter would bo deferred until the tem- 
per of the heuBe was calmer 

Mr. T. Davie said a city paper had stated 
tho other day that the leader of the oppo- 
sition had "cooked a pretty kettle of fish 
for his party." Ho (Mr. Davie) was of 
opinion tl)al the honorable provincial sec- 
^rotary had that afternoon nearly cookecl 
a pretty kettle of fish for his friends. 
There could be no doi|bl that if iissiatHiicu 
had not been given to tho provinoial sec- 
retary from aq|uarter from which ho could 
least ezneot-it,;:pfroin the honorable mem ' 
her for Cariboo (Mr^ MoLeeae), who in a 
sympathetic Ohriat.ian spirit had moved 
the adjournment of tho debate — tho bill 
would hft-vo been defeated, This liappy 
courae had been auggeated and tha bill 
would now have a (air. ohjince. There had 



boon ono private bill after another intro- 
duced this aeaaion for the purpose of 
building up the reputation of Vancouver, 
before even the city limits were deSned, 
and they had lint been opposed by island 
members who, if they chose, might have 
defeated them. If a prosperous town was 
to spring up at Vancouver, or Granville, 
or whatever it might bo called, it would 
favor the general prosperity of the pro- 
vince, and ialand members had looked at 
tho matter in this way . During the previoua 
session no member of tho governraont 
would have dared to utter the remarks 
made by tho provincial secretary, and 
it only showed how necessary it was that 
there should be a good strong opposition, 
and members who now took an independ- 
ent atand would see that it waa not wise 
to give too warm a support to tho govern- 
ment, lest they might presume upon it. 
I'ndoubtedly if the bill y/tia pressed in 
the present tenqier of the house it would 
holsliolved. 

I\lr. Heaven said that ho had had no iii- 
tontioii in the first place to oppose the 
bill, but since listening to the remarks of 
the provincial secretary he certainly 
would have apposed it, and therefore 
thought tho adjournment of the debate a 
wise one, aa afterwards the matter could 
calmly be dealt with. 

The motion to adjourn the debate car- 
ried.

MINKRAUS A.MKNUMKNT BILL.

Hon. Mr. Uolison, in speaking to the 
above named bill, was rather disappointed 
to find there was no provision in it in fa- 
vor of diacovurors of lodes or veins, be- 
ing convinced it would be in the interest 
of the country if such were done an a re- 
turn for their expenditure of muscle and 
energy in research. It was only fair to 
ooiihidjr the advisability of introducing a 
measure of this kind, find if tho conces- 
sions made Ki-ri- two •^ireat such could be 
remedied 111 :iflov .-ti'a.tiDiia. lie could not 
understand why a man who discovered a 
valuable lode capable of supplying about 
fifty claims ahould not have a better re- 
,. ,.rJ than tli<iao who came rushing 
up to take •iilvantnge of hia labor and 
research. The iilight exteiisi(Ui of time 
grunted to discoverora was not a suffi- 
ciently snlislantial recognition. It cuuld 
even take the form of a cash bonus, or, 
better still, a larger share of the discovery 
he may have made. It would hasten the 
quartz era wliicli appeared to be ao slow 
in coining. 

Mr, Orr, though :iot wiahing to imperil 
the passage of the bill, could aee the ne- 
cessity of the insertiun of some clause 
preventing Uhiiiese from locating mining 
pl'iuii-'.. It wi>3 not au on the other aide 
ut the line, but iieru it was possible for 
Chinese to como and appropriate the very 
wealth of tho country. 

Hun. Mr. Davio thought tlm suggestion 
was absurd. He doubtod if Cliiiieae had 
tho money or knowledge wherewith to 
work mineral claims, and while agreeing 
with the opinion that they should bo kept 
out of the province, ho thought it was the 
worst of policy to endeavor to crush and 
grind them down in this way, aa if they 
wore not even human beings. By cloaing 
every avenue of livelihood to these people 
wo were impovoriHliing them and inducing 
ihem to commit crime and become a bur- 
den to tho state. ' 

Mr. Orr said he must admire the honor- 
able gent leiiiau's consistency. Here was 
a government that kept Chinese from bkin- 
ning bark from tho trees on one hand, and 
on the other they opened to them the very 
doors of the treasury, for it was not an 
agricultural hut a minoral country, and if 
they did not take care and insert some 
amondinent as he suggested, Chinese 
would appropriate what might prove to 
be some of the most valuable lodgea in 
the province. 

Mr. Cunningham aaid it was extra- 
ordinary to lind to n hat a length this 
Cliineflo (nu'stion was going, and he waa 
getting to bo ashamed of our so-called 
civilisation. Ohineae in the upper coun- 
try wore some of the heat customers the 
farmers had. He conid not aee that tho 
Chinese were such a groat ovil as they 
were called, and believed in giving them 
an opportunity of earning an honest living, 
if they were allowed to live. He thought, 
with all respect ':o tho house, there wore 
many persons (outside of the house, of 
course) who wore howling against tho 
Chinese aiul not in earnest in so doing. 
Ho had never yet seen a Chinaman drunk 
in the stroeta, and he had aeon tuo many 
white men in chat condition Uu was 
coming to the conclusion that there had 
been too much said about tho civilized 
white man and tho pig tailod Chinaiuan. 

Hon. Mr. Robson could not altogether 
agree with the last speaker. He waa in 
favor of legislation being so directed as to 
make it deaiiablo fur Chinese to leave the 
BiHiiitry. Aa to the question of Chciatiaa 
cluirity, that, he thought, began at home, 
and there w.ia a duty owing to their own 
race as well aa f:he obsorvanco of ordinary 
humanity towards Cliinese. Whatever 
might be the case in Lillooet and Ci^riboo 
ho was auro tho general fooling of the pro- 
vince wa.'^ against Chinese entering the 
industry of mining on an equal footing 
with white men. 

Tho bill was reported complete without 
amendmi^nts, tliua leaving Chinese upon 
an equal footing with white men in 
respeo.t of th^^ltication of mineral olainis 
in the province.'

Cn the morning of the Stli instant Mr. 
-William Lenin and 1 started from ftlr. 
John Jolly's residence on an exploration 
tour up the Alberni valley, through tho 
part not yet settled or explored. During 
the Qrst throe-fourtlft of a riiile we travel- 
ed through aplendid bottom land timbered 
with alder and spruce, and intersected by 
b^-autiful mountain streams mi which 
there are numerous beaver dams. The 
next two miles of our course lay through 
splendid bottom land timbered ivith alder 
and cedar. The valley iiore is of j 
considerable width, anil through it j 
runs a ridge which is an almost 
natural road that could be made passable I 
with but little expenae, Aa we iiieaiidor- 
ed backwards and forwards across the 
valley, in order to aee aa much of it as 
poasible, we wei^e not as far ahead at 
night as we otherwiao would have bi^on 
had wo kept to oiir course; besidea, a |)er- 
aon cannot make very good time travel- 
ing round heaver ilaiiis and through un- 
derbrush. Round where we camped for 
the night, were hundreds of acres of 

i:\< Kl.i,i:.NT I..VX11 
that could be very easily cleared. After 
leaving camp un the morning nf <the iUh, 
wo wore obliged to take to the high 
ground at the bottom of the foot-liiils, ow- 
ing to tho dilticulty of travelling through 
wot land and iindorhruah. The hill land 
which we follmvid for live niilea was of a 
rallier inferior character; but on our left 
during the whole distance was a valley, 
which appeared to be four or Bve milea 
wide and, judging from tho appearance of 
the timber, must be ^^ood land not very 
difficult to clear. After making ob.serva- 
tiona we went up the hillside till we came 
to a bench of abcjut 1000 acres on «huh 
we camped. Frum our camp we had a 
better view of the country than wo bad 
yet obtained. Un tho morning of the 
10th, we again descended into the valley 
and traveled tliroui;h a long atretoli of 
swamp land interspersed with many open 
patches. Thia land could be easily 
drained and cleared, and the soil 
is all lhat could be deaired. 
On atarting out we intended to follow the 
valley through to Comox; but owing to 
the ditlicuby of traveling at this seaaon 
of the year wo gavu up iliu idea at iiomi, 
having traveled in all a iliatance of about 
Qftooii niilea. The further up wo wont 
the wider tho valley seemed to get, and 
as fat aa wo cuuld judge it must liave 
been at the point, where we reluctantly 
turned back, from eight to ten inilos wide. 
I tirinly boliovo from what I saw uf the 
country that Alberni la nut yet half 
aettled, and that there ia yet ample room 
for more than
